PIPING HOT SCOTTISH TRIALS 


SAN DIEGO, CAL. May 17, 1970— The 
San Diego Trials Riders challenged 120 
entrants to finish their version of the 
Scottish Trials in the highlands of San 
Diego, Only 52 met the challenge. A 
Scottish Trials differs from the more 
common English trials by requiring the 
riders to follow a prescribed course, 
visiting each section in the proper se- 
quence and in a specified time period, 
In this event the course was a fourteen- 
mile loop with twenty sections which had 
to be traversed twice. The time allowed 
for completion of the two laps was an 
ample four hours, The joker in the deck 
was the unexpected and unseasonable 
heat, 

When the course was laid out last 
week, the area, actually part of a San 
Diego city park, was very wet. The sec- 
tions were designed to take advantage of 
this feature, During the week the course 
dried out and many of the section became 
considerably easier, The heat, however, 
restored the balance. Temperatures of 
well over 100 degree were recorded in 
the pit area, and it was estimated that it 
was even hotter in some of the dry holes 
out on the course. Several riders and at 
least one checker suffered mild heat 
prostration and had to be cooled off with 
liquid both internally and externally.

REBUTTAL 


The following is an answer to last 
week’s letter from B.M. Wazlett concern- 
ing the April 26 Simi Valley MC desert 
run. 

Your letter in CYCLE NEWS left little 
doubt that you are new to desert racing. 
In explanation, let us prepare you for 
this rugged sport. 

The location of the Simi Valley M/C 
run was chosen because: (1) access was 
by the best desert roads we have seen 
in ten years, (2) the area is mostly of 
unused public land, hence of little profit 
to the purveyors of the ‘‘New Ecology’’, 
(3) it offered an 80% virgin race course, 
and (4) it provided a dry lake bed where 
non-competitors could do their thing 
without interfering with the serious rid- 
ers, 

It is conventional to specify some 
particular point, like Four Corners, and 
lead you in to the pits by lime marks, 

The first loop was checked out for 
distance at 33-1/2 miles with a front 
wheel drive odometered motorcycle; 
twice. 

We won’t deny that dust did mar the 
event, This did not appear to be a prob- 
lem in all the weekends of scouting, or 
we certainly would have moved the pits, 

We doubt very much that Simi Valley 
people generated the wind and dust as 
you implied. We didn’t really investigate 
however. The thirty of us, Rescue 3, and 
the radio crew were too busy putting on 
a race for 800 riders, 200 of whom 
would have been denied the right to par- 
ticipate in their chosen sport if we hadn’t 
held off the start until 11 AM,

Odom took Hansen in grand style and 
was last seen doing feet-up power slides, 
as were the rest. Eddie Wirth may have 
been trying one of those slides when he 
went down into one of those grand can- 
yon type ditches that deepen in the mains, 

Chuck Joyner and Ed Herman, dis- 
appeared from the field in the opening 
laps of the Amateur Main, but both 
suffered mechanical ills at the same 
time, and Ron Davies went on to win his 
very first Main Event, 

Joyner easily won his heat with Davies 
second and Bob Boaz, third, It started 
as a duel for second between Karl 
Triest, Kris Bakke, and Boaz and Davies, 
until Bakke bailed. His BSA gave up the 
primary chain in practice and was riding 
a rigid H.D., a first, when he bailed in

Kenny 
Roberts seized in practice and was re- 
built for the heat, but lost his ignition 
while leading,

SAN JOSE, May 17, 1970— With a win at 
Tulare and a second at Ascot, National 
#17, Jim Odom was a definite threat to 
all comers at the second Bob Barkhimer 
Assoc. promotion, 

The 15-laps around the Santa Clara 
County Fairgrounds 1/2 mile started 
out with Dewayne Keeter firmly in com- 
mand, with Dave Hansen second, Sonny 
Burres third and Odom fourth, Hansen 
then got wide in the #3 turn and Burres 
shot underneath for a brief second, as 
Odom powered. both riders, 

Three laps later Odom closed the gap 
on Keeter and powered around him, He 
never was headed, as Keeter dropped 
to fourth putting Burres in second and 
Hansen third, 

The heats were slightly different, as 
Keeter took the first with Eddie Mulder 
putting on the hard charge, passing 
from fifth to second. 

Sonny Burres led the second heat all 
the way to beat Houchins and Russ 
Powell, 58z, Dave Hansen, took the third 
heat, easily, in front of Carl Patrick 
and Paul Consierre, 

Al Kenyon led off the 10 lap Amateur 
battle on his Bob Self, XR 250 and 
appeared to have it all under control, 
until the last lap when second place Mike 
Bradley out horsepowered him through 
the last turn and shut the gate, Third 
went to Ray Vatne, in a see-saw battle 
with Ron Davies.

“Hood Upsets Boocock |

MORGAN HILL, CALIF, May 17, 1970- 
A warm sunny ‘day brought 82 riders to 
nearby Cycle Hills to compete in an 
English trials event put on by the San 
Jose chapter of Pacific International 
Trials Society. 

Competition was held in 12 sections, 
representing 4 classes, (Expert, Ama- 
teur, Novice and Junior), over a very 
difficult course. To give some examples, 
section 1 was an uphill (about 45 de- 
grees), S curve through the trees and 
vines, with a hard right just at the apex 
of the incline back to the road. Only 12 
riders received a ‘‘clean’’ here, 

Section 2 consisted of riding up a 
boulder-strewn stream for about 75 
yards, including ducking under an over- 
turned tree trunk, (after a blindcorner), 
and then up an embankment, Each sub- 
sequent section appeared more difficult 
than the previous, ending with the grand- 
daddy of them all, (section 12), a sheer 
drop of 40 feet down a hill of 70 degrees 
into a stream, then a hard left turn 
downstream, followed quickly by a hard 
right up the embankment, 

Through this tortuous course, Richard 
Hood, Ossa-mounted, put in a superb 
effort scoring 28 “cleans’? (out of a 
possible 36), and getting only 28 points 
to take first in the Expert class, Close 
behind was Vic Boocock (Bultaco) with 
29 “cleans” and 31 points. 

The Amateur class found Jim Persson 
twisting and turning his bright blue 
Cotton to a first with 24 ‘‘cleans’’ and 
60 points, followed by Denny Quails on a 
Bultaco Sherpa with 14 ‘‘cleans’’ and 
68 points. 

Novice class brought out 64 riders 
battling for the trophies, with Joe Eckels 


riding a non-trials Yamaha and taking 
first in his class, (125cc & under); 
Dave Mooney, also Yamaha-mounted, 
took his trophy (126cc & over), with the 
trials bike novice class being won by 
John Salvin on a Bultaco. 

One of the guttiest performances of 
the day was put in by little Rick Bygdnes, 
age 11, aboard a specially prepared 
Dalisman, Time and time, he ended up 
under his bike, as he slipped and fought 
on the same tough-going tackled by the 
Experts and Amateurs, Yet, each time, 
he scampered back to his feet and, more 
important, back to his seat! He ended the 
day with 1000 points,

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MEET SUZUKI’S RON GRANT

After find the hillside home on the 
narrow Brisbane street, I walked up and 
rang the doorbell. Suzuki’s road racing 
captain, Ron Grant, wearing his ‘‘work- 
on-the-bike’’ casual clothes, appeared, 
He and his wife, Barb had guests over 
for sturgeon dinner — Neville Lindrebe 
and.his wife, both from New Zealand 
(Neville won the roadrace at Vaca Valley 
just a few weeks ago, and is stying with 
the Grants during his visit to the U.S.); 
Art Baumann, Ron’s Suzuki teammate; 
and Steve, a neighbor, During the course 
of the evening I found the Grants and 
their friends to be some of the most 
easy-going people I’ve ever met. 






In the winter of 1961, Ron came to the 
United States looking for a better paying 
job. He immediately found.a job, as well 
as discovering racing to be friendlier 
and more relaxed, ‘I can go over to 
Gary (Nixon) or Mert (Lawwill) or any of 
them and ask ‘What’s this new change on 
your bike?’, and they’ll tell me, In Eng- 
land it was never like that, They always 
had hidden secrets about what they had 
done to the .bike to make it go faster 
than mine.” 

Ron has been road racing for 10 or 11 
years. The first year and a half of that 
was in England where he raced against 
Mike Hailwood and the other European 
stars — but he always got passed by 
them. His big moment came at Daytona 
this year on a 500 Suzuki when he passed 
Hailwood, ‘‘I was so excited about pass- 
ing Hailwood that I didn’t even think 
about being in the lead,’’ 

U.S. Suzuki, who has had Ron riding 6 
years for them, recently asked him how 
many races he had ridden, He doesn’t 
have an actual count, but he estimates 
he’s been to about 300 meetings and 
ridden in one or more races each time, 
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And each time he learns more about 
braking, downshifting, looking ahead at 
the esses and determining just how togo 
through them smoothly and faster than 
the other guy. ‘‘It’s the experience which 
counts. It’s up here in the head,’ he 
says. Millions of instantaneous decisions 
are made, Gradually, the decisions are 
made quicker and a loose pattern follows 
— he now knows hos fast he dare go and 
the feel of the machine, the Suzuki 500, 
-which he has ridden since 1968. ` 

Art Baumann seems to be the excep- 
tion. He has been roadracing only 3 or 
4 years, but he has done tremendous 
things — like winning Sears Pt. National 
last fall — the first National won by a 
two-stroke, Ron made it two this year at 
Kent, Washington after heandArt battled 
it out for the lead. ‘‘To win a National 
gives you great satisfaction, especially 
since I am riding for a company.I had to 
win. a National before I retired from 
motorcycles.’’ It’s all downhill now then 
Ron? ‘Yeah, there’s nothing to look 
forward to anymore,’’ he kidded, ‘‘Each 
race is always a challenge and experi- 
ment, It’s like a drug— once you’ve had 
it you want to go back for more.’ 

But now Ron has something better (?) 
to do. He and Art go fishing and camping 
on the weekends they aren’t racing and 
bring along their new toys. After Kent 
they each received the new Suzuki Honcho 
90 to fool around on, ‘‘We’ve crashed 
‘em several times. They are really a 
ball.’’ If you happen to see two guys up 
in the Sierras on the new Honcho, look 
again. It may be them, 

Ron attributes his success to his calm- 
ness before a race, ‘‘I feel confident that 
I am racing with the best machine and I 
just try to keep my appearance calm, 
That really rattles some other riders, 
At Daytona this year I hadn’t eaten lunch 


yet. I couldn’t see racing on an empty 
stomach — might as well fill up — so I 
was lying on my back eating a hot dog 
when a couple of riders walked by and 
really got rattled. ‘How can you be so 
calm?’ They were amazed at my attitude, 
It really shook ‘em up,’’ 

This past winter Ron, Barb and their 
six-year-old daughter, Jackie, went to 
New Zealand for six weeks. Thatis when 
they first got acquainted with Neville. 
Ron won 21 of the 23 races he competed 
in Down Under (It was summer there). 
Everytime Ron looked back, #10 was 
close behind him, so he, Air New Zea- 
land, and others made arrangements for 
#10, Geoff Perry, to come to the U.S. for 
Daytona, It really paid off. Geoff came in 
fifth behind DuHamel, and went on to win 
the Malaysian Grand Prix ($3,000) soon 
after, After seeing the slides the Grants 
took of the beautiful N.Z, countryside 
Art plans to go with them this coming 
winter, partly for the racing and partly 
for the vacation and exclusive fishing he 
could get in, 

The Grants and Art are looking for- 
ward to a tour of the European road rac- 
ing circuit this summer, The plans are 
not, at presstime, definite, but it would 
fit in perfectly since there are no Na- 
tional Road Races after May until this 
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fall. “That’s one thing the AMA could 
have more of,” Ron says,‘‘Motorcycling 
is going skyhigh in every direction so I 
expect to see more road races, This year 
there are only five.” (Once during my 
visit a comment was made about dirt 
tracks, ‘‘Boo, dirt’? was Ron’s reaction 
and Art seemed to agree with him, 


Ron’s daughter Jackie loves to travel 
as much as her parents and her teacher 
Says it would be better experience for 
her than school, so she goes everywhere 
with them. But Ron, who is 30, sees 
about 3 more years of motorcycle rac- 
ing. Then like many other racers he 
visions at least a decade of car racing. 
Ron takes things as they come, giving 
each his great enthusiasm, He and his 
family enjoy the traveling life they lead 
and the hundreds of people they know 
from their travels. A steady job wouldn’t 
fit him, (Although he does build and sell 
Suzuki 250 road racers.) ‘Working 9-5 
would be harder than whatI’m doing now, 
Besides I like to get up at noon.” Ron 
likes to help promising young riders and 
appreciates the letters he gets from them 
asking for tips on racing techniques. 
‘‘The feeling I get when someone writes 
and tells me he’s been following my pro- 
gress in road racing is unbelievable,’

TALLADEGA, ALA, May 17, 1970 —-/The 
deep south thundered to the sound of 
professional road racing for the first 
time, with all sorts of surprises at the 
newest and fastest speedway in the land, 

Rookies Dave Aldana and Don Emde 
stole the shows in the Expert division 
events and Rusty Bradley stopped by to 
pick up his monthly checkfrom Kawasaki 
in the Amateur race, 

The Alabama track is smooth fast and 
demanding, Gene Romero again took 
time trial honors with a speed of 156 
mph-plus. The track was fast enough to 
set the average speed for the entire 
Expert field at better than 141 mph! 

In the 200 miler, it was a Gary Nixon 
and Triumph Trident race from the start 
with Nixon soon building better than a 
ten second lead on the next closest rider 
which, from corner tocorner and straight 
to straight was either Aldana, Don Cas- 
tro or Jody Nicholas, 





Jody Nicholas, the second place finis 
Baumann. 





Nixon had everything going for him 
until the 17th lap, when strange noises 
started coming from the gearbox, Aldana 
broke away from Castro to close the gap 
and was right on top of Gary on the 
22nd lap, 

‘Nixon’s throttle then stuck open on a 
tricky infield turn, causing Aldana torun 
into him. Nixon sailed off the track and 
crashed, leaving Aldana as surprised as 
anyone that he was really out in front 
with nobody around to claim different, 


Nixon remounted and with an assisted 
push from somebody standing close by, 
was on his way back to the pits for re- 
pairs. Three laps later he was out of the 
pits and on his way only to be black- 
flagged per instructions from the referee 
for getting a push start, 

From then on it was Aldana and his 
BSA three on the way to his firstnation- 
al win. 

Castro made an attempt to catch Al- 
dana and actually led for one lap across 
the line, Then Nicholas nailed Castro 














for second, moving his Suzuki 500 for- 
ward, 

Romero had dropped off the pace early 
but was still holding fourth place ahead 
of Art Baumann, Jim Rice and Dick Mann 
with 20 laps to go, Coming up from the 
back Yvon Duhamel, Ron Pierce and 
Tom Rockwood, all on the smaller Ya- 
maha 350’s, 

With only six laps to go Castroandhis 
Triumph gave up a certain third place 
as the machine slowed to a crawl due to 
clutch problems. Somewhere along the 
way Rice slipped into third place un- 
noticed, with Baumann catching and pass- 
ing Mann during the final two laps.

In the winner’s circle Aldana was 
handed an extra surprise, when race 
manager Pete Colman announced that 
Dave was to receive an additional $5,000 
bonus for~ bringing the BSA three in for 
the win, This placed the young Califor- 
nian’s total take at over $8,000 for the 
afternoon job that took less than two 
hours, 


Perhaps the most surprised people of 
all — even more than Aldana and the BSA 
people — were the promoters. It was not 
a secret that little effort or money had 











been extended for the first race at the 
new track. It was more or less an ex- 
periment for them, 

However, nearly 13,00 people paid 
their way through the gates and came 
from at least ten different states to 
watch, Imagine how many will be there 
the next time — if the word leaks out 
ahead of time!

TORREON, COAH,, MEX, May 3, 
1970 — Each year at this time, this 
sleepy little Mexican town awakens 
to the sound of whining and roaring 
two and four stroke engines, as the 
local M,C, — Moto-Club Laguna — 
stages one of the most spectacular 
motorcycle events held on this con- 
tinent, ‘Las Seis Horas de la 
Laguna. 

The six hour endurance road race 
is run entirely through the city’s 
streets, and entries are limited to 
175cc machines, with no restrictions 
on design of frame or engine, Fuel, 
however, is restricted to gasoline, 
and supercharging is not permitted, 
As is customary in races of this 
sort, two riders are allowed for 
each bike, 

Prizes and trophies are quite 
generous by Texas standards, as 
the Torreon promoters give new 
motorcycles through fourth place, 
cash (starting with $160) for fifth 
through eighth ($40) places and tro- 
phies for ninth and tenth places, 
Entry fee is now $12 for each 
motorcycle, and this seems to be the 
only revenue from the race, as there 
is no conceivable way to collect ad- 
mission from the thousands of local 
townspeople who wander in from all 
directions to stand at curbside and 
watch the racers go by. 

However, there are traditionally 
more than seventy entries, and, 
since the motorcycle prizes are

I say ‘‘closed’’ because the streets 
are not closed for practice, The 
traffic on the streets is only regu- 
lated — with slight partiality given 
to the motorcycles, There are still 
vivid memories of 1967, on the old 
course in a residential section of 
Torreon, passing a gasoline tanker 
down a straight, then cutting across 
his bow to follow the course up an 
adjoining street, 

As it stands now, there have been 
no disasterous encounters between 
bikes and autos, but it still requires 
iron nerve to slip through the La- 
guna-Guadiana intersection, while 
several taxi-cabs sit waiting im- 
patiently to cross, only a blurr in 
the afternoon sun. 

For those who survive the Satur- 
day afternoon practice, there is the 
Le Mans start on the Ay. de la 
Laguna at half past noon on Sunday. 
Riders dash for their mounts and 
push-start them into the street filled 
with spectators, who will not be 
driven out, 

Motorcycles are knocked down, 
and riders are run over in the con- 
fusion, This year, as the howling 
field disappeared down the street, 
swallowed up by the throng of well- 
wishers, the course ambulance 
screamed hot after it, red light 
flashing. It is a thrilling sight for 
the spectators but a chilling night- 
mare for the riders, and goodfriend- 
ships are strained in deciding, be- 
tween rider and co-rider, who must 
make the start, 

Beyond the start thousands of on- 
lookers hang ten at trackside to 
glimpse the first riders as they 
wind around the nearly three-miles- 
long course at ever increasing 
speed, American promoters would 
be aghast at the sight of a racing 
motorcycle drifting both wheels 
right up to a curb lined with spec- 
tators, but the Mexican fans merely 
jump back and shout with glee when 
one comes too close. 

Once, in another race at the old 
Torreon course, I watched in horror 
as some wild cowboy on a big Honda 
lifted his foot to clear the curb 
while exiting the chicane, He tweak- 
ed the throttle too hard and skipped 
the bike across the street and into 
the crowd on sidewalk. With a lusty 
whoop they pushed him back onto the 
street and bade him continue, 

This devil-may-care attitude is 
not without its consequences, how- 
ever, and a tragic accident this year 
brought renewed sobriety to the 
proceedings. A horse, being ridden 
by one of the spectators in the in- 
field, panicked during the race and 
bolted onto the course, A group of 
four riders had justtopped out on the 
Piedras Negras straight when they 
encountered the animal on the track, 
and three of the four peeled off to 
the left and got safety by. The fourth, 
on Bultaco number three from the 
local Club Laguna, veered to the 
right and collided with the horse, 
The rider was hospitalized in very 
poor condition with massive chest 
injuries, and his fate was still not 
known when we left Torreon. 

Racing fortunes were mixed this 
year. The Carpenter-Blanton Honda 
blew during Saturday practice, and in 
the wake of what catastrophe the 
hastily-formed Gardner-Carpenter 
(James Gardner and David Carpen- 
ter) team went afoot after afewlaps 
of Sunday’s race, when Jim’s Honda 
parted a cam chain. 

At least three other American en- 
tries went this way — the Honda of 
Larry Beall and Danny Forke and 
two of the Team Honda bikes from 
Stark’s Cycle Center in El.Paso, 
Stark’s other two Hondas finished 
well up, however, one of them being 
a 125cc CR-93 with timing gears 











instead of a chain, 

The Carabela factory had four 
immaculately-prepared bikes en- 
tered, and as they all appeared to be 
running well, the team was shocked 
to. learn that their best finish was 
ninth place, Worse yet, they own 
carefully kept lap count did not 
match the official one, Team rider

MONTULCON, FRANCE, May 5, 1970—- 
We are in a camp ground right now and 
I am getting this letter off to you before 
we leave to continue our travels, We 
stayed here last night.

Many rocks, a lot of dust, but a 
pretty neat course in all, Start system is 
rubber band. 

In the first start I came off the line 
Poorly, I was in very good form though 
and the track was very, very rough. 
Good for me though and my 5” travel 
Curnutt shocks, I worked my way up, 
charging hard all the time and I finished 
fourth. 


In the second race I got some bad 
blisters and the clutch on my 400 started 
to slip but I managed a 6th anyhow, I 
didn’t feel like going out to race in the 
last leg because my hands hurt so bad, 
of course, I went anyway. I had my hands- 
taped up real good but they started to 
hurt on about the 5th lap, I gutted it for 
the rest of the race and just hung on to 
the finish, The clutch was also slipping 
very badly in the last leg which made it 
fun on some of the rocky hills! I gota 
sixth out of the last race, In the final 
results I made a fourth, Very happy 
about that! 

After the race a promoter for another 
race this year came over and said he 
would like me to come to his event be- 
cause he was very impressed with my 
riding, He said he also saw me at the 
French Grand Prix andhe was real happy 
when I agreed to come to his race, Me 
too, It just happened to be a Sunday when 
I didn’t have another race, Two reporters 
have taken down info about the American 
Motocross Team and the efforts the 
Americans are putting out, 

We are on the way to Italy now.
